IN SUBWAY FIRST: 
THEN STREET CARS 


Mayor -Approves Plan for Trac- 
tion Tubes; Hearing Before 
the Council un Tuesday. 


COMMISSION'S REPORT IN 


Favors immediate Work on Section 
to Supplant Elevated; Cost 
$12,000,000. 


MERGER SCHEME ALSO ADVANCED 


Plans for a passenger subway system in 
downtown Chicago are ready for considera- 
tion by members of the city council. This 
announcement, made yesterday afternoon, 
coupled with the offer to open negotiations 
for the merger of all elevated ‘and surface 
lines made tothe council Monday night, in- 
dicate that Chicago is now clearly on the 
wé@y toward improved transportation. 

The plans prepared by hte city’s subway 
commission were approved by Mayor Harri- 
son at a conference in his office yesterday 
afternoon. After the conferen.» Ald, Peter 
Reinberg, chairman of the local transporta- 
tion committee, announced he would call a 
public hearing for next Tuesday afternoon, 
at which time the plans will be submitted to 
the aldermen. 

The proposed consolidation of the elevated 
and surface lines will be discussed at a meet- 
ing of the committee, which wil? probably 
be held tomorrow morning. 

Henry A. Blair, Ira M. Cobe. and Samuel 
Insull, the three men who played an impor- 
tant part in the recent consolidation of the 
elevated lines, will explain to the committee 
the plans for the greater merger scheme. 


L Trains First in Tunnel, 

| Two plans for subway systems will be sub- 
mitted to the aldermen by the commission. 
The first, the construction of which will be 
urged immediately by the commission, pro- 
vides for a syatem for uss only by trains 
from the elevated lines. Construction of a 
system in accordance with this plan would 
mean the elimination of the loop.“ ' 

A second or supplemental plan provides for 
the construction of a system which will be 
used by the surface cars. Construction of 
the system outlined in this second plan will 
be recommended asa later step. Connection 
of the two systems is proposed when both 
are constructed. 

The system outlined in the first plan would 


of all elevated railroad trains underground 
and the establishment of through routes will 


the system constructed. 


Routes Proposed for Subway. 

The north and south routes of the proposed 
subway are State and Dearborn streets. The 
east and west routes are Lake and Harrison 
streets. The subway begins at Thirteenth 
street on the south, North Water street on 
the north, and Desplaines street on the west. 

Under the first proposed plan trains would 
run as follows: 

From the south side, enter the subway 
at Thirteenth and State streets, run north 
in State street to Lake, west underground 
to Desplaines street, then up to the ele- 
vated structure to Oak Park. 

From the north side, enter the subway 
at North Water and Dearborn streets, run 
south in Déarborn to Harrison and then 
west to Desplaines, thence on the elevated 
structure and to all branches of the Met- 
ropolitan system. 

By running the trains from the north and 
south sides to the west side the engineers 
plan to eliminate objectionable features of 
the loop system and establish more rapid 
service. Small loops also are planned at 
each entrance to the subway. It is proposed 
to run local trains to the subway entrances 
and then transfer passengers to the express 
trains, which will be the only trains running 
through the subway. 


From Curb to Curb Only. 

The commission has decided to advocate 
the construction of the subway from curb 
to curb rather than from building line to 
building line. This will mean that subside- 
walk space will not be used by the city. 

The system planned is a double track sys- 

tem and singled decked. Two tracks in 
State street are proposed to begin with, but 
later when @ system is built for use of sur- 
face cars four tracks will run under that 
wide thoroughfare. 
Transfer stations are planned at Madison 
and Adams streets, in both State and Dear- 
born stréets, Connection between the State 
and the Dearborn street subways is planned 
in the shape of arcades a block long on both 
Madison and Adams streets. Probably only 
four other stations will be recommended on 
the subway—two in Lake and two in Harrison 
streets. | 

The plans will be explained to the aldermen 
by the commission, which consistg of John 
Ericson, E. C. Shankland, and J. J. Reynolds.

Mayor Harrison Sees Solution. 

Mayor Harrison stated his views on the sub- 
way problem briefly. 

“The solution of the question.“ said the 
mayor, is the through routing of the elevst- 
ed lines through agsubway downtown and the 
using of the sur lines for feeders to the 
elevated lines and as short haul lines. Of 
course there should be universal transferring 
between the various lines.” | 

The subway engineers estimate a subway, 
built after their first plan, can be constructed 
in three years.

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MURDERED Ix BED 


Doctor, Former State Bacte- 
riologist, Found Slain in 
Indianapolis, Ind. 


CAN TRACE NO MOTIVE. 


Indianapolis, Ind., Oct. 24—Dr. Helene 
Knabe, former state bacteriologist, was 
found in bed today with her head almost 
severed by the slash of a knife. How sie 
came to her death remained tonight a mys- 
tery to the police. 

Jefferson Haynes, the negro janitor of the 
apartment house where Dr. Knabe lived, was 
detained for a few hours on suspicion that he 
knew something of the circumstances of her 
death, but the detectives released him after 


he had withstood all their attempts to draw 


incriminating information. They werein the 
dark, they said, as to last night’s tragic in- 
cidents in Dr. Knabe's flat. 

The theory of suicide, put aside earlier in 
the day, was revived tonight, but the police 
declared the evidence tended to indicate mur- 
der. The knife with which Dr. Knabe was 
Killed has not been found. 


Police Scout Suicide Theory. 

The police are of the opinion that if she 
herself had gashed her throat she would not 
have had the strength to hide the knife and 
then return to her bed. 

Further, there were no blood stains on the 
floor of her bedroom save where blood had 
trickled from the wound across the bed and 
dripped on the floor. : 

The blow dealt was a powerful one, for 
the knife passed through the muscular tissue 
and was only stopped by the upper vertebrae. 
On one of Dr. Knabe’s arms was a slight 
wound and blood was smeared on her left leg. 

Haynes, the janitor, who had known Dr. 
Knabe for years, told the police that he went 
to bed in his room in the basement of the 
apartment house at 11 o’clock last night. 
Dr. Knabe's apartment was just above, on 
the first floor of the building. 


Janitor Tells of Scream. 

Haynes was awakened in the night, he 
said, by three screams, apparently in Dr. 
Knabe’s flat, but he slipped off to sleep 
again without investigating. At 5 o’clock 
this morning, he added, he heard footsteps 
in the room above him 

Dr. Knabe's flat was im a corner of the 
building and ita windows opened on two 
streets. None of these windows was locked, 
and several of them were open last night. 
There is only one outside door and it leads 
into the front hall. 

In the kitchen is a dumb waiter with a shaft 
large enough to permit a man to climb into 
the kitchen by means of a ladder. This 
shaft opens at the bottom into the basement 
near the room of Haynes. f 

The janitor’s daughter slept in a room 
next to his and his housekeeper in a nearby 
chamber. The women said they heard no 
noise overhead last night. The family liv- 
ing in the apartment above Dr. Knabe’s also 
said they heard neither screams nor any 
other sound from Dr. Knabe’s rooms. 


Woman Assistant Finds Body. 
It was 8:15 o’clock this morning when 


Katherine McPherson,Dr. Knabe's assistant. 


entered the apartment and found her dead. 
The body lay prone on its back, the arms 


outstretched. The night dress was disar- gloded 


« There were only slight signs of a struggle. 


Miss McPherson called physicians. After 
an examination they agreed Dr. Knabe had 
been dead about six hours. The coroner 
stated that he could find no evidence that 
she had been assaulted. The police, sum- 
moned an hour after the dead body’ was 
found, were unable to discover that there had 
been a violent struggle in any of the rooms 
or that they had been robbed. 

Motive for the murder puzzled detectives 
tonight. Dr. Knabe spent much time in study. 
She had told Miss McPherson last evening 
that she intended to read until late. She 
had a wide acquaintance, but no one was 
found today to say she had an intimate man 
friend. 

Her resignation from the position of state 
bacteriologist was caused by the pressure of 
her private practice and her desire to study 
hygiene, said Dr. J. N. Hurty, secretary of 
the Indiana board of health, under whom she 
worked in the state laboratory. 

She was born in Germany, the daughter of 
a civil engineer in the German army. Coming 
to this country as a girl, by her own efforts 
she paid the expenses of her medical educa- 
tion. 


DANISH MOB MENACES DRCOOK; 
POLICE GUARD HIS RETREAT. 


Alleged Discoverer of North Pole Is 
Driven from Lecture Platform by 
Jeers After Dr. Nansen Scores Him. 


COPENWAGEN, Oct. 24.—Dr. Frederick A. 
Cook’s theatrical attempt tonight to vindi- 
cate his reputation by a lecture in the hall 
where two years ago he addressed the royal 
family and some of the most prominent peo- 
ple of Denmark under the auspices of the 
Geographical society, on the occasion of his 
triumphal entragce into the capital, resulted 
in extremely riotous scenes. Dr. Cook final- 
ly was compelled to retire ingloriously by way 
of a rear exit. 

Fifteen hundred persons assembled in the 
hall tonight and a great crowd outside greet- 
ed Dr. Cook with an uproar of insulting cries. 
He was escorted by police, however, and no 
violence was attempted. 

The lecture, illustrated by means of lan- 
tern slides was almost a repetition of his 
former valk. 

Dr. Nansen. the Danish explorer, who for- 
merly supported Cook, started the trouble by 
loudly denouncing Cook as a pure swindler. 

The climax was reached when an alleged 
picture of the north pole was thrown upon 
the screen. The audience was so hostile that 
Cook stopped his lecture and withdrew. 

He was escorted through the side street» 
to his hotel by a strong detachment of police.

HARRISON ASKS HELP. | 


Mayor Harrison yesterday made an appeal 
to all citizens of Chicago to assist him in 
suppressing vice in Chicago. He wants in- 
formation as to disreputable flats. He will 
investigate all complaints and if results jus- 
tify such action will procure the arrest of the 
occupants. The mayor said: 

Any information furnished me in this 
way will be treated confidentially and if I 
find there is ground for the suspicions 
they will be asked to remove. It is hard 
for the mayor's office, and even hard for 
the police, to get absolute information on 
this subject, but it can be obtained if 
residents of flat buildings and apartments 
all over the city will report to me when 
suspicious characters move into the same 
‘building with them. In this way I hope to 

clean up the residence districts first. 
A plan for the purification of Chicago's 
morals in which citizens of all kinds are in- 
vited to participate was inaugurated yester- 
day by three agencle: - Mayor Harrison, the 
city civil service commission, and the Illinols 
state labor board. 

The cry is Clean up the city.” 

The labor board aims to strike at the 
agencies which carry women into vice. The 
mayor and his commission dealt blows at 
vice centers themselves. 

The effect of the movement as planned by 
the mayor will be to pen vice within one dis- 
trict where the self-respecting citizen need 
not go. Disorderly flats which have crept 
into residence districts of the city are to be 
closed. The mayor says he wents citizens to 
furnish him information as to these places. 
Conditions in the downtown hotels are to be 
improved. Orders have already been issued 
to the police department to force changes in 
the management of three Michigan avenue 
hosteiries which have become haunts of 
women, Women frequenters of the streets 
are to be driven from the open. Women 
without escorts will not be permitted in 
cafés, says the mayor. 


Three Factors in New Crusade. 

Three important developments came yes- 
terday as an earnest that the three govern- 
mental forces referred to mean business. 
They are a8 follows: 

MAYOR HARRISON issued an order to 
Chief of Police McWeeny directing him 
to close up immediately the notorious 
Everleigh club at 2181 Dearborn street. 
He also sent the chief a list of forty- 
eight flats in the Cottage Grove avenue 
district. These also are to be closed im- 
mediately. The mayor’s orders are im- 
perative. The places must be closed and 
kept closed, he said. 

THE CIVIL SERVICE COMMISSION 
directed Chief of Police McWeeny to file 
in its office before 6 o'clock tonight all the 
reports on disorderly houses in Chicago 
that he has in his possession. These re- 
portg are to be filed away in a card indes 
system which is to become a permanent 
record to be used in keeping vice in con- 
trol. 

THE ILLINOIS STATE LABOR COM- 
MISSION ordered all the employment 
agencies in the city to file with it informa- 
tion showing the character of the work 
offered to women applicants. By this 
means it is hoped to put employment 
agencies permanently out of the traffic in 
women. 


Everleigh Club Supposed Immune, 

The order closing the Everleigh club fur 
nished the south side vice district with the 
biggest sensation that has been exploded 
there in years. The place is the last sanctu- 
ary of vice in this city. It was supposed to 
be immune from police interference. Here- 
tofore, even if every other resort in town 
were closed, the Everleigh club continued te 
operate full blast. 

When Mayor Harrison ordered it out of 
business he knocked the chief pillar from 
under the structure that the social evil hag 
bullt up in this city.

State Labor Board Acts. 

The Illinois state labor commission yes- 
terday mailed to all employment agencies in 
Chicago blank forms asking questions con- 
eerning the work offered to women applicants.

mission. The data will be kept on record as 
evidence showing that applicants are not be- 
ing sent to immoral institutions. 

This method of dealing with the agencies 
was inaugurated because the commission has 
learned that many girls were being sold into 
ola very. 

Legislation for the extermination of em- 
ployment agencies that publish lists of fake 
positions was also recommended by the com- 
mission. 

This action was taken as a result of the re- 
port of William M. Cruden, chief inspector 
for the commission. 


Get List of Disorderly Houses. 

Chief McWeeny, in compliance with orders 
from the civil service commission, began the 
work of gathering together his reports on 
houses of bad reputation in Chicago. These 
reports must be filed with the commission 
by 6 o'clock tonight. 

This means the index card system of keep- 
ing this data testified to by Chief of Police 
McWeeny when he was on the stand before 
the commission and the personal record of 
every man on the duty must be delivered to 
the commission for investigation. 

This data together with the mass of facts 
the commissioners have gathered in the pres- 
ent inquiry and by private investigation is to 
be filed away and made a permapent record. 
The record will be added to as events devel- 
op. In this way it will be possible for the 
commission to keep a close watch on every 
disorderly resort and every police officer as- 
signed to the duty of watching them.

NEW THEORY OF DEFENSE 


Richeson’s Friends Say Miss Lin- 
nell Broke Engagement for 
Stage Career. 


Boston, Mass., Oct. 24—Removed today 
from the grave in the cemetery at Hyannis, 
the body of Miss Avis Linnell, for whose 
death by poisoning the Rev. C. V. T. Riche- 
gon of Cambridge is being held prisoner, 
was brought back to Boston tonight by or- 
der of District Attorney Pelletier. 

Uncertainty on the part of the prosecution 
as to the exact manner in which the young 
girl met her death is reported unofficially 
to be the reason for the sudden move, and 
the announcement by the district attorney's 
office that the government has enlisted five 
medico-legal experts gives some strength 
to this report. 


the officials also will make a careful search 
of Miss Linnell’s bathrobe, which was buried 
with the body, for anything which might 
have been used as a receptacle for the fatal 
powder she took. No definite statement as to 
just what is expected to be accomplished by 
the reéxamination of the body came from 
the district attorney s office tonight. 


State to Outwit Defense. 

It is understood that the examination of the 
body will be made at 6 o'clock tomorrow 
morning with only the state’s experts in at- 
tendance. Attorney Philip R. Dunber of 
counsel for Mr. Richeson, petitioned the court 
thie afternoon for permission to have experts 
for the defense present, but the court decided 
to delay decision until tomorrow. Court will 
open too late to allow any representation by 
the defense at the examination planned for 
the early morning.

Two Physicians Say Life Could Have 
Been Saved. 


Henry Szulls is dead at the Park Avenue 
hospital from gas poisoning and pneumonia. 
Two doctors who attended him will file 
charges that his death was due to the bru- 
tality of an ambulance physician employed 
by the city. 

The ambulance physician, according to Dra. 
R. H. Phillips and O. B. Kuhn, tumbled Szulis 
from a stretcher because his physicians in- 
sisted that he be taken to the nearest hos- 
pital, the Park Avenue institytion, instead of 
thes county hospital The patient'mcondition 
was such that the long trip to the county hos- 
pital was deemed inadvisable. 

When) Szulis finally was taken to the Park 
Avenue hospital in a taxicab it was found 
that he had contracted pneumonia from ex- 
posure while lying on the floor where he had 
been tossed by the ambulance doctor. A 
city ordinance provides that In emergency 
cases a patient shall be taken to the nearest 
hospital. 

b Long Wait for Ambulance. 

‘\Bzulis was found unconscious in a rooming 
house at 1489 Ogden avenue conducted by 
Mrs. Anna Smith. Drs. Phillips and Kuhn 
were summoned from their offices at 1542

Louis Robbins, the oldest cab driver in Chi- 
‘Gago, died yesterday at the county hospital 
after an IIlness of three weeks. Death was 
i chused by a carbuncle on the back of the 
neck. It affected the spinal cord. 

Robbins had.driven a cab in Chicago forty- 
two years. During all that time he had re- 
mained faithful to the horse, although taxi- 
cabs have almost driven cabs off the down- 
town streets. He was known by everybody 


in the loop. 

Robbins was born at Syracuse, N. T., Nov. 
14, sixty-two years ago. He came here in 
1858. At 20 he started driving a cab for Tom 
Cassidy, then on Newberry avenue, near 
Twelfth street. During the Chicago fire he 
drove a horse for three days without rest 
or food. At the time of the world’s fair he 
kept a livery barn at 300 Polk street. 

After the fair, however, Robbins returned 
again to his cab. He was one of those who 
love their work and nothing suited him better 
than a good night stand on a downtown cor 
ner. He preferred night work to day work. 
He was willing to lose money in order to be 
on the streets after dark. 

Robbing never married, He roomed alone, 
although he has a married brother, H. JB

Blair produced receipts from the state 
treasurer showing that immediately after his 
arrival in Springfield he drew $100 and a week 
later $400.

STEPHENSON MAN HINTS PLOT. 

Milwaukee, Wis., Oct. 24.—Testimony con- 
cerning an alleged plot to fabricate evidence 
against Senator Isaac Stephenson and then 
to offer to keep it out of the present investi- 
gation for a money consideration was given 
by M. J. Regan, a Milwaukee business man, 
before the United States senate committee 
today. 

H. W. Wood, a private detective, and 
Frank T. Souther had testified they both 
were at a conference with Regan when the 
latter told of a scheme whereby Robert J. 
Shields, associated in business with Edward 
Hines, the lumberman, had come from 
Washington to “buy up” the Wisconsin 
legislature so that Senator Stephenson 
could be elected in March, 1909. 


Tell Story of Corruption. 

The story which Wood and Souther testi- 
fied had been given them by Regan was that 
Shields, coming from Washington, had met 
Regan by appointment in Milwaukee, that 
Shields said he had unlimited money to pur- 
chase Democratic members of the legislature, 
who were to remain away so that Stephenson 
might be elected; that Shields wanted Regan 
to go to Madison to carry on the deal, but 
that Regan refused and Shields himself went. 

Taking the stand after Wood and Souther 
had given this testimony, Regan declared he 
never had made any such statement, but 
that, on the contrary, Wood and Souther had 
“ framed up the story with a view of ob- 
taining money from Senator Stephenson's 
attorneys to suppress it. 

Regan wes still on the stand when ad- 
journment was taken. His contradiction of 
the statements by Wood and Souther, it is 
announced, will necessitate the recall of nu- 
merous witnesses, including Shields. 


WATER TUNNEL PLAN APPROVED 


South Park Commission’s Scheme to Tap

“Johnny” Hand ts planning to celebrate his 
eightieth birthday tomorrow. He has made 
music in Chicago for’sixty years... 

For twenty-five years Hand's band was a ne- 
cessity at exclusive social affairs. Chicago's 
first families gave no balls unless Hand fur- 
nished the music. He played for Philip Sheri- 
dan, Marshall Field, N. X. Fairbank, and others. 

Even now, on the threshold of 80, he plays a 
little. “They still ask me to play.“ he said 
proudly yesterday. 80 I take my ‘cello and 
two or three men and give them a little music 
in the afternoon. They tell me it makes them 
young again to see me. Most of the people I 
play for now were children when my band was 
in demand.” 

Johnny“ Hand doesn’t like the bands now in 
Chicago. “There are no more good bands,” he 
said. If a conductor wants a band now he 
goes to the Musicians’ federation and hires his 
players.

D. A. R. Tablet to Mark Indian Trail. 


“Commemorative of the early Indian trails 
and the old Green Bay wagon road, superseded 
in later years by the modern steel trail of 
the Chicago and Northwestern railroad, Chi- 
cago chapter, Daughters of the American Rev- 
olution, will erect a tablet in the near future 
at the base of one of the trail trees which 
served as guide posts for the early settlers, 
The tablet; which is the work of Mrs. Philo 
King, is of bronze and bears the following in- 
scription: 

This Indtan trail tree, at the northern 
boundary of Cook county, is the most no- 
ticeable one standing on a highway. There 
are eleven similarly bent trees in Cook 
county pointing the direction of the Indian 
trails. The branch was bent and fastened 
to the ground by the Indians when the tree 
was a sapling, over eighty years o. This 
tree is near the Green Bay trall, later the 
wagon road of the early settlers of the 
1830 period, followed as a further advance 
in civilization by the Chicago and North- . 
western railroad, 1855, and later by the 
Chicago and Milwaukee electric rallroad,. 
1889. Thig tablet is erected by the Chi¢ago 
chapter, Daughters of the American Revo- 
lution, May 6, 1911, to encourage interest 
in lgcal history and perpetuate the mem- 
ory of the disappearing Indian race. 

The tablet will be on view today at the 
Blackstone hotel, where the opening session of 
the state conference of the D. A. R. will be 
held. It was secured through the efforts of a

This brother, bereft of parental discipline, has 
stolen 310,000 from the coffers of the Consoli- 
dated, an odious corporation, which threatens 
him. with exposure unless he persuades his 
father, a judge, to decide the case of Burton 
vs. the Consolidated, in favor of the Consoli- 
dated. ; ; 

As may be seen, this Is a perplexing situation 
for any jurist. That being the case, it is no 
doubt Impudent for a layman to criticise Mr. 
Edmund Breese's slim, straight, prematurely 
gray judge, who is confronted with it in “A 
Man of Honor.” It is even more perplexing 
than has been stated here. For Burton, the 
defendant, is none other than the judge’s pro- 
spective son-in-law, and there are $10,000,000 
and the governorship of Montana at stake.

But in the first place Mr. Breese's judge never 
should have permitted his son to be employed 
by a litigious.corporation like the Consolidated. 
Moreover, it seems a bit inethical for him to 
consider a case in which his prospective son-in- 
law is so greatly concerned. Mr. Breese's judge 
is a political judge,“ too, and he has his eye on 
the governor's chair, though the unscrupulous 
attorney for the Consolidated is the boss of the 
commonwealth. 

These being the circumstances, it is not much 
wonder that Mr..Ralph Delmore as this attorney 
should*call upon him and offer him the support 
of the organization if he will but give the Con- 
solidated the $10,000,000 decision. Also it makes 
plausible a highly immoral conclusion in which 
the judge agrees to keep secret the attempted 
bribery and, in addition, to hide his own son's 
pilfering.

NB of the best known playhouses in the 
country ia the Bijou theater, on Halsted 
street and Jackson boulevard. For al- 
most a quarter of a century, on the 
stage of the Bijou, despicable villains 
with tall silk hats and black waxed mustaches 
have met the palpitating heroine at the old 
mill at midnight, bound her to the railroad 

track, and sicked the express train on her. 
People go to other theaters more or less

‘and ‘taken thelr seats; taking chances on plays 


the “ Beejoo” never has and probably never 
will take any chances. No matter what the 
name of the play is, the patron is going to 
receive what he goes after, and come out well 
pleased. 

a — 

Tune clientele of the Beejoo do not go 
to their favorite theater to ,wrestle with any 
weighty problems of sex, divorce, or high 
finance. They go to see Virtue’ triumph, 
Truth. vindicated, and Justice forever seated on 
her throne. In other theaters the plays often 
end with the solution of the theme presented 
still in doubt, and leaving the audience to de- 
termine its moral lesson. 

But not so at the “Beejoo.” If the villain 
is not stabbed, shot, or poisoned in the full 
presence of the audience, six sturdy stage 
hands dash in and drag him away to the peni- 
tentiary for life, the heroine gives the hero a 
half-nelson lock around the. neck, and the 
comic man says, “And now they'll be happy 
forever.” 

More celebrated playwrights than those who 
prepare the thrilling dramas for the Bijou may 
delight in the double entendre, in veiled allu- 
sions, and in sneering jokes freighted with sar- 
cam. ‘There is nothing like this at the Bee- 
joo.” The heroine comes right down stage and 
stands in the footlight trough when she faces 
the villain, and, despite his siik hat and his 
long black broadcloth coat, and his bright red 
tan shoes and the great diamond twinkling in 
his red necktie, she says in a voice that echoes 
from Ashiand avenue to the river: No, Harold 
Van Nutty, for rags are royal raiment’ when 
worn for virtue’s sake.”

In downtown theaters the star is much 
talked about and pictured. The property man 
is the most important personage at the Bee- 
joo.” The audiences there weep over the hero- 
ine and hiss at the villain, but away back in

joo," Hank Goldberg, the property man. 

Hank has trunkfuls of handouffs and his 
property room looks like the gunroom of the 
battleship Delaware. He has great wicked 
black pistols for the villa and bright, shiny 
nickel plated pistols_for the hero, and cute lit- 
tle pearl handled pistols for the herolne. He 
has shotguns and rifles for the mob and a big 
tin bucket wh a rosined cord running 
through it, which is the wolf pack howling 
around the heroine’s prigon in the charcoal 
burner’s hut in the forest,

Other Celery Recipes. 


HE cheapest and most expeditious way of 
stewing celery, say for a quick lunch, is 
to simmer it until soft in a small stew- 
pan with just water or broth enough to 
cover, and then to add the thickening 

and seasoning and cream, if this is to be af- 
forded. If a sauce is prepared separately, the 
celery and the sauce as well will have a higher 
flavor if the celery, drained from the water in 
which it has been cooked, is partially stewed 
in the sauce. 

Celery au Jus,—Cut the best stalks of celery 
in strips six inches jong, wash in several wat- 
ers, and parboil for five minutes. Make a 
brown roux, using one tablespoon each of but- 
ter and flour, one-half teaspoon of salt, a pinch 
of pepper, and a dash of nutmeg. Add a 
cupful of stock or water, when the roux is 
well browned, put in the celery. cover and 
cook slowly for thirty minutes, unless the cel- 
ery is very tender, then twenty will do. Re- 
move the celery and place evenly on a hot 
dish. Strain the gravy and pour it over or 
around the celery. 

Celery au Jus (English Recipe.)—Take six 
or eight heads of fresh celery, remove the 
outside leaves and gfeen parts and neatly 
trim the main stalk. Out to a uniform length 
of about six inches, wash well in cold’ water, 
tie in neat little bundles, plunge them into a 
saucepan of boiling, salted water, remove at 


‘the end of ten minutes and carefully drain. 


Place in a stewpan with a little fat or oil 
{quarter of a pint to six heads of celery], toss 
over the fire for a few minutes, add a pint or 
a pint and a half of stock, sweet herbs, a car- 
rot, @ tomato, a small onion, and a little pep- 
per and salt. Stew for an hour and a half. 
Place the celery neatly on a dish, and, having 
strained the sauce [thickening it if desired 

pour it over the celery and serve. f

A note to this recipe is that “a pleasant 


‘dish may also be made by cooking same celery 


as for celery au jus, then mixing half of it, 
together with the tomatoes, herbs, etc. with 
a quarter of jts bulk of cream and passing 
this through a wire sieve, the remainder of the 
celery being dipped into well beaten eggs and 
then into bread crumbs and fried in oil or 


other fat.” These fritters, having been drained, 
are to be placed around a dish. and the puree 
poured in the center.

g FRUIT AS FOOD. 

HE eating of fryit, like working on 

water colors, is considered a re- 

fined indulgence. Those who would 

consider it improper to launch into 

a slice of buttered bread outside of 
home or a regular eating place, 
gravely and with dignified viciousness 
hack into an apple in the office or even 
in the street. 

Fruit probably was the first food of 
man. It still is universally recommended 
and eaten. There are those who use it 
sensibly as a part of their diet; there 
are others who would make a meal of it. 

Many growing children are given an 
apple for their lunch at school. We 
have seen young women in office and fac- 
tory who take little else than an apple 
or two for their noonday lunch. 

Cheating the body by the esthetic looks 
‘and savory flavor of fruit is no better 
than cheating it in any other way. 

The ‘nutritive value of fruits is very 
small. About 80 per cent of the bulk 
of fresh fruits is water. The tissue build- 
ing substances, the proteids, are present in 
less than 1 per cent. Sugers and starches 
are present in considerable quantities 
‘from 6 to 15 per cent in fresh fruit. 
Wood fiber, a very important element, 
averages about 5 per cent. Acids vary 
from 1 to 3 per cent. Of salts and ex- 
tracts, there is about "44 per cent of each. 

~o- 

Plums are richest in water and acids, 
grapes and cherries in sugar, cherries and 
peaches in fiber, apricots in salts. Bananas 
are the lazy man's food in all tropical 


sugar, 2 per cent ot proteid, and ‘some 
‘starch and fat. Dried fruits have greater 
nutritive yalue, containing less water and 

siderably more sugar, proteids, and 
Salts, 

The value of fruit as a food is in the

For its appetizing value, fruit should be 

eaten before meals.. Fruit soup, a dish 
extensively used in Germany but little 
known in this country, would serve the 
purpose very nicely... 

For its nutritive Value, fruit is best taken 
as dessert at the end of the meal.

As a laxative, it should be. taken on 
an empty stomach, preferably soon after 
rising in the morning, instead of before 
bedtime, as many people are in the habit 
of taking it. An apple can stay in the 
stomach for three hours, and, if taken 
just before bedtime, , often will disturb 
sleep. Laxative fruits are figs, raisins, 
prunes, ‘apples, grapes, gooseberries, 
/ plums, and currants, | | 

Fruit should not be eaten to excess, fs 
best eaten at mealtime, and should not be 
eaten when unripe or overripe. Persons

suffering from sour stomach should eat 
fruit guardedly. Fruits and grains make 


‘a good combination at meals; sour fruits 
and milk do not go together. 

Fruit always should be thoroughly 
washed before eating. Dirt and filth 
are not more esthetic nor less harmful 
because they perch themselves on the 
glowing cheek of an apple or the grace- 
ful lines of a pear.” Cooked or stewed 
fruit is easier to digest but not so nutri- 


tious.

The grape cure,” practiced in Ger- 
many for obesity, consists of an exclusive 
grape diet. Nothing else is allowed. 
From one to eight pounds are gradually 
allowed daily. The significant fact is 
that the patients are required to pick all 
the grapes themselves, thus securing the 
advantages of open air exercise. 

To sum up: Fruit is a good adjunct to 
the diet. Do not depend upon it to build 
up the body or to repjace the daily wear 
and tear. Eat it moderately. Take it 
with your meals or early ‘in the morning. 
When you eat fruit, separate it from the

CARE OF SMALLPOX PATIENT. 
C. K. G. writes: “ Will you please give 
some directions as to the care of smallpox 
patients?“ 


REPLY. 

The first essential is vaccination... By vaccina- 
tion we do not mean attempts at vaccination: we 
mean vaccination. The second essential is isola- 
tion. ö 

No unvaccinated person should come in contact 
with a case of smallpox. Any vaccinated person 
can safely associate with a case. No person 
should associate with a case of smallpox because 
he supposes his vaccination ts allright. He must 
know that ſt is all right. Whether or not it 16 all 
right should be decided by the appearance of the 
scar, the history of the vaccination, and the time 
which has elapsed. 

Isolation should always be done in an _isolation 
hospital. If the community does not have an Iso- 
lation hospital, special police should be employed 
for the purposes of isolation. 

Fumigation and cleaning subsequent te a case 
are of value. They are aids in controlling the 
disease, but of themselves are not sufficient pre- 
ventlve.

ADVANCED TUBERCULOSIS, 

A wife writes that her husband has con- 
sumption. There are tubercle bacilli in his 
sputum. He is short of breath, coughs once 
or twice a Week, has fallen in weight from 
146 to 102. For six months he has not spoken 
above a whisper. He has fever every after- 
noon, but is able to be around out of doors. 
Diarrhea is present. Shall he go to a fresh 
air camp or Shall he be made as comfortable 
as possible at home? n 


: REPLY. 

This is advanced tuberculosis. It ie not a cage 
for a fresh air camp. The reason for publishing 
this description is because just such cases are fre- 
quently dragged around, a prey to false hopes in- 
spired by ingufficient or misleading information. 
Some cases similar to the above except for the 
diarrhea and the throat symptoms have the dle 
ease arreste’ in the arid regions of the west. But 
a change of climate is worse than useless unless 
the patient can have at least $100 4 month for at 
least two years, somebody to care for him, and be 

properly guided and directed. Ry

well in Europe in happier days. During 
their conversation the general, who was a 
graduate of the imperial Theresiana Mili- 
tary academy at Vienne, where so many 


| royal personages have receivét théir educa- 


tion, bore eloquent tribute to the role played 
by the Comtesse de Clermont-Tonnerre in 
connection with the unsuccessful attempt of 
ex-Shah Mohammed Ali to recover the throne 
from his small son, who Is still cruelly grieved 
‘over the absence of his parents and his sep- 
aration from them, and who, poor little fel- 
low, would be only too glad to surrender 
his crown to his father. 

The Comtesse Henriette de Clermont-Ton- 
nerre is a wealthy spinster of about 45 years 
of age who has devoted much of her leisure 
to travel in all sorts of remote portions and 
unknown corners of the orient, where some 
of her adventures have been of the most ex- 
citing description. She is a member of the 
historic French houge of Clermont-Tonnerre 
and a cousin of its chief, the present and 
eighth Duc de Clermont-Tonnerre. 


— 


The founder of the family, Comte Sibaud 
de Clermont of Dauphiny, distinguished him- 
self in the twelfth century in fighting for 


Maurice Bourdin, who assumed the title of 
Gregory VIII. Sibaud de Clermont's de- 
scendants acquired the name and arms of the 
De Tonnerres through the marriage of 
Bernardin de Clermont with Anne de Hus- 


Tonnerre, in 1496. 

Among the most famous members of the 
house was the Marquis Gaspard de Clermont- 
Tonnerre, who, as field marshal, commanded 
the left wing of the French army at the bat- 
tle of Fontenoy. Francois de Clermont-Ton- 
nerre, bishop of Noyon, was elected a mem- 
ber of the academy in 1604 and founded the 
prize for poetry which the academy still gives 
each year. Stanislas de Clermont-Tonnerre 
presided over the French national assembly 
in the last days of the monarchy, at the 
close of the eighteenth century, and was 
killed in the massacre of the royalists on 
that sanguinary tenth of August, 1792. 

The present dukedom of Clermont-Ton- 
nerre dates from the middle of the eighteenth 
century, when that first created in 1572 and 
which had become extinct was revived. The 
present Duc de Clermont-Tonnerre is one 
of the best known figures on the French 
turf and is particularly interested in steeple- 
chasing. He married the eldest daughter of 
the Duc de Gramont, by the first of, the lat- 
ter's three wives, Isabelle de Beaubeau- 
Craon. (The Duc de Gramont’s second wife 
was Marguerite Rothschild and his pres- 
ent consort is one of the Ruspolis of Rome.) 

The Duc de Clermont-Tonnerre has, two 
little girls, but no son, and the next heir to 
his dukedom is his cousin, Comte Charles 
de Clermont-Tonnerre, commanding the 
Fourth regiment of Spahis, at Sfax, in Tunis, 
and brother of the Comtesse Henriette de 
Clermont-Tonnerre, who has been the an- 
gel” in the ex-shah of Persia's recent unsuc- 
cessful attempt to regain his crown.

Menzies, at a meeting held the other day at 
Weem, Aberfeldy, im Perthshire,‘ elected a 
woman, Miss Egedia Menzies, as its chieftain 
in the place of her brother, the late Sir Nei! 
Menzies, who died last winter in Paris with- 
out issue, his baronetoy, created by 
Charles II. shortly after his aécession 
thereby becoming extinct. The choice of a 
woman to an office of this kind is, I believe, 
without precedent, at any rate in modern 
times, and therefore is noteworthy and calcu- 
lated to interest Scotchmen and people of 
Scotch descent in all portions of the world. 

When Sir Neil died he left all his property 
to his widow, the divorced Countess of Stair. 
But by virtue of an arrangement between 
herself and her sister-in-law Castle Menzies, 
a quaint and imposing structure on the banks 
of the Tay dating from the sixteenth century 
and occupying the site of the foundation of 
a castle built early in the twelfth century, 
has passed into the possession of Miss Egedia. 

Weem, which is the name of a rugged crag 
just behind the castle, as also of the village 
depending thereon, has been in the possession 
of the Menzies for 800 years without inter- 
ruption and one of the earliest of the Menzies, 
lord chamberlain of Scotland in the reign 
of Alexander III. on the occasion of the Jat- 
ter’s coronation at Seone in 1249, was knéwn 
as Sir Robert Menzies of Weem. In conse- 
quence of the destruction of Menzies castle 
and of all the family charters and writs by 
fire Sir Robert de Menzies, from whom the 
new chieftainess of the clan is lineally de- 
scended, obtained in 1847 from the crown 
a fresh charter of castle and lands, which 
is now in the possession of Miss Egedia. 

It is to the Menzies that Scotland owes 
the larches, the first ever seen in the north- 
ern kingdom having been brought thither in 
the form of small saplings from the Tyrol 
by Menzies of Culdares in 1788. Of the seven 
saplings in question two are still in existence, 
in the grounds at Dunkeld, belonging to the 
Duke of Atholl, and are the most gigantic 
specimens in the kingdom today. 

The hunting tartan of the clan is red and 
green, not a very pleasing combination. But 
the dress tartan is a gorgeous check pattern 
of red and white, so startling as to take away 
one’s breath when it is worn as Miss Egedia 
“ventures to wear it, in an unbroken garb, 
from head to foot.

PROF. HENDERSON EXPLAINS. 

Chicago, Oct. 23.—{Editor of The Tribune. 
—Will my friends in the medical profession 
kindly notice that I did not, in my Lake For- 
est speech of Oct. 18, intend to give the im- 
pression that doctors and mid wives are to be 
classed as “‘ unscrupulous angel- makers 
This epithet is applied to a group of persons 
who make a trade of disposing of unwanted 
infants for a money consideration; I know of 
no such case where a physician was in- 
volved. My address was based on the rec- 
ommendation of eminent medical and sta- 
tistical authorities, and on recent studies of 
Buropean methods. 

The American Association for Study and 
Prevention of Infant Mortality, which wilh 
meet in Chicago Noy, 16-18, is led by physi- 
cians and it will urge the importance of re- 
quiring registration of all births. Whether 
doctor and midwife should be paid for mak- 
ing returns, and how elaborate the schedule’ 
should be, may be open to debate. But it is 


generally admitted that at least a prompt re- 


port of the fact of the birth at a central office 
is absolutely necessary in order that the pub- 
lic and private asylums of relief may give 
immediate help when the infant is most ex- 
posed to death. 

No profession does more for the poor than 
the medical profession. Its generous mem- 
bers will not, when informed, oppose a lu w 
which is necessary to save thousands of in- 
nocent and helpless human beings.

PLAYERS’ POOL GREATEST 
IN BASEBAEL’S HISTORY. 
Athletics and Giants to Divide $127,- 


910.61, Which Is Far More than 
in Any Other Series. 


Players of the Athletics and Giants teams will 
divide the greatest amount of prize money when 
the world’s series is finished that has ever been 
cut up among players in the history of the game. 
The players’ pool closed after yesterday's game, 
for they cut into only the first four games, and 
the amount to be divided is $127,910.61, 

This puree is divided on a basis of 60 per cent to 
the winning team and 40 per cent to the losers. It 
means that the team that wins the title will draw 
$76,746.86, and the losing team will get $51,164.24, 
There are twenty-one players eligible on each team, 
which means that each player of the winning team 
will draw $3,654.58 and each player of the losing 
team will get $2,436.89. 

The greatest amount in previous years was the 
pool of 1910, when the Athletics and Cubs played. 
They divided $79,071.98, of which the Athletics got 
$2,062.74 each, while the Cubs got 61,888. 20 per 
man. So the losers this year will get considerably 
more than the winners of the previous year. In 
1909 members of the Pittsburgh club drew $1,745.86 
each for their victories over Detroit.

There were many hard hit balls in today's 
contest. The total of ten hits off Matty in 
seven innings does not really signify how 
Uttle he puzzied the Mack batsmen. The de- 
cisive manner in which they went after Matty 
was the real feature ofthe game. Then after 
they had become base runners, the daring 
way in which the Athletics traveled the base 
paths showed conclusively that they are the

Bender Makes Game Fight. 

To Bender belongs the lion's share of the 
glory in winning today. The nervy way that 
he stuck to his task and shut the Giants out 
without a run after the first inning when it 
looked so dark for him and the Athletics was 
beautiful. It was in the initial period that 
the New Yorkers showed their only real 
class of the entire 1911 series and itisa great 
tribute to the Athletics’ pitchers to realize 
that a team, representing the best in the Na- 
tional league, has been held almost powerless 
by the three pitchers who have faced them 
in the four games.

When the Mack- 
men were behind they were slashing and 
smashing away at the ball, every man going 
to the plate with supreme confidence and 
taking his good, healthy swing. This brought 
results. The Giants, when they were behind, 
seemed to make no extra effort to rally. 
Their style did not change one bit from thelr 
general play. They seemed to go down in 
defeat with no resentment. 


Matty Works in Vain. 

It is pitiful to see a wonderful pitcher, 
such as Mathewson has demonstrated him- 
self to be, being forced to quit before the 
winning fire of the Athletics. He showed 
himself so willing to work and tried hard to 
bear the brunt of the fight. It makes one 
almost wish that such a hard worker could 
be returned the victor. 

Mathewson's case, to my mind, follows the 
old adage, “ You can send the pitcher to the 
well once too often. He has borne the 
brunt of the fight, having been sent to the 
mound three times in the four games played. 
He showed his true mettle in the first game 
in New York, but in the succeeding battles 
he did not have the stamina. His reserve 
power was lacking. He started in brilliant 
style, but soon weakened. It was plain to 
a close observer that Matty had lost the snap 
to his curves. The Athletics refused to per- 
mit Him to get them in the hole and set 
out to hit the first ball he sent over, which 
they succeeded in doing often. 

Where the Athletics have the greater 
strength is in every man who faces a Giant 
pitcher being dangerous and hard to dispose 
of. Every one can be counted on to hit the 
ball hard and is feared, while the Giants 
have about six men whom you can easily 
count on to strike out, pop up, or bound easy 
chances to the infield.

ROADS ATTACK 2 CENT LAWS: 


USE JUDGE SANBORN’S RULING. 


Eastern Lines Will Contest Statutes in 
Illinois, Indiana, and Ohio—Rely on 
Minnesota Rate Case. 


The precedent established by Judge San- 
born of the federal Circuit court at St. Paul 
in declaring unconstitutional the Minnesota 
2 cent fare law is to be used by the eastern 
railroads in an effort to contest the validity 
of the state fare laws in Illinois, Ohio. and 
Indiana. The various state commissions and 
governors are now seeking to have the decree 
overruled by the Supreme court. 

Judge Sanborn’s decision held that the 
Minnesota law reducing passenger fares with- 
in the state was unconstitutional as inter- 
fering with interstate rates not subject to 
the regulation of the state. 

One of the main reasons assigned was that 
rates to points.on or near the atate line forced 
a reduction in the rates beyond because pas- 
sengers could purchase tickets for the intra- 
state portion of their journey and then pur- 
chase other tickets at the state line. 

In the Central Passenger association ter- 
titory the same condition exists. The inter- 
state rates are on a basis of 2% cents a mile, 
while local rates in Ohio, Indiana. and Illinois 
are 2 cents a mile. A legal committee 
representing the Central Passenger associa- 
tion lines has asked all the roads in the asso- 
ciation to furnish the committee with as many 
inetances of this kind as possible by Nov. 1, to 
be used as evidence in the Nee court 
proceedings. 

The commission, without pronouncing as to 
the reasonableness of either the 2 cent or 2% cent 
rates, postsponed the case until next May, in order 
to give the roads an opportunity to test the 2 cent 
laws in the courts. 

In preparing their data the roads will make com- 
pHations of their rates as in existence for two 


months prior to the paseage of the laws and for two 
months after the passage of the laws.

MOVEMENTS FEW 


Some Life Infused by. Bulge 
in Norfolk and. Western 
on Exchange. 


MORE GOLD EXPORTS SOON 


Applications at New York for 
Both Private and Public 
Loans Abroad. 


{NEW YORK TIMBS FINANCIAL LEADER.] 

New York, Oct. 24.—[Special.]—Not enough 
interest was taken in today’s stock market 
to maintain even the moderate degree of ac- 
tivity which has recently prevailed, and ex- 
cept for a few special movements the changes 
In prices were negligible. United States 
Steel, as the leader in point of activity, was 
superseded by Reading, but the trading in 
both of these stocks combined fell much 
short of the operations in United States 
Steel alone on many recent days. 

Some little life was infused into the market 
by a substantial forward movement in Nor- 
folk and Western and by some other excep- 
tional fluctuations, but these were not suf- 
ficient to redeem the list as a whole from the 
dullness into which floor traders and all 
others seemed willing to allow the market 
to drift. 

With little in the affairs of the stock ex- 
change itself to attract attention, the mon- 
etary situation again came in for interested 
discussion, particularly in view of the in- 
creased probability, as a result of today's 
money movements, that gold will be shipped 
from New York to supply a further con- 
tribution to the foreign requirements which 
have been reflected in the applications ad- 
dressed to this market from abroad for pri- 
vate and public loans. 


May Send Gold to Argentine. 


The position of the exchange market suggests 
that any direct shipments of gold to Europe will 
be to Paris rather than to London, but shipments 
may be made to Argentina for London account. 
Thie was indicated today by inquiries received by 
New York banks from their London correspondents 
inquiring the terms upon which New York could 
send gold to the South American republic. 

Despite the placing here of an issue of Prussian 
treasury bills at a relatively high rate of interest, 
there was some indication today of a further easing 
in the condition which led up to the large Berlin 
borrowing in this market at the end of September. 
This came in the shape of the paying off of some 
loans by Berlin, but the exchange thus supplied 
was readily absorbed in connection with the re- 
quirements growing out of the New York purchase 
of the Prussian issue and other operations involv- 
ing transmittal of funds from this side. Sterling 
exchange advanced to the highest rate of the year 
and francs were quoted not far from the point at 
which gold would flow to Paris. 

This position of the foreign exchanges Indicates 
clearly the preponderance of the outward flow of 
funds from this market, but there are many cross 
movements contributing to the money currents 


Paying Qff Loans in Paris. 


The seizing of the opportunity which the foreign 
money markets offer for profitable employment of 
funds not needed at home is not the only factor in 
the present outward movement, for while we have 
been lending to Berlin and to London and have 
been accumulating bills drawn on the foreign 
markets we have been paying off some loans of our 
own previously obtained in the Paris market. 

Thus on Oct. 31 matures an issue of $30,000,000 
Michigan Central one year notes. These are not to 
be renewed, it is understood, and the recent ac- 
cumulation of French exchange to provide for this 
payment is one of the factors which have con- 
tributed to the advance in rates which again brings 
this market to the verge of gold exports. 

The ultimate effect of the present movement will 
be to establish a condition of relative equilibrium 
between our own and the foreign markets, and 
some bankers are of the opinion that*this point is 
not far distant. It might be hastened by such an 
incident as the now speedily expected official set- 
tlement of the Moroccan question, which might, 
in turn, ease the money situation in France. 

The continued reeuperation of the Berlin market
